Many years ago the State inaugurated the 
policy of aiding cities and school districts in 
supporting their schools and from time to time, 
this policy has been broadened. Not only 
had greatly enlarged sums been granted to 
schools but assistance has been granted to the 
localities in other fields, as for example, the 
support of county health units, local labora- 
tories, old age relief, the care of dependent 
children, and the blind, and for the construction 
and maintenance of county and town highways.

for rural young people was emphasized as a 
pressing need by Mrs Franklin D. Roosevelt 
in speaking to the six state agricultural school 
directors, eight National Youth Administration 
supervisors from predominantly rural districts, 
representatives of the State Education Depart- 
ment and representatives of the State N. Y. A. 
Advisory Committee, who met on January 24th 
in Albany to plan resident training projects for 
rural and village N. Y. A. youths. This meet- 
ing, called by Karl D. Hesley, director of the 
National Youth Administration for New York 
State, considered, in addition to present con- 
struction projects for youths, long-range plan- 
ning to provide permanent facilities in the years

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Committee Recommends Changes in New York Schools 


Forty-five proposals for reforms in the 
organization of the New York City school 
system, intended to deal a “death blow” to 
delinquency and maladjustment, have been 
recommended by a joint committee of the New 
York City board of education and the board 
of superintendents after two and one-half years 
of study. In formulating the program the 
advice was sought of experts in child guidance, 
juvenile delinquency, health education and 
social service. According to a summary in the 
New York Times the recommendations include: 

Extension of educational, recreational and 
health services 


he school and 


Closer cooperation between 
the community, with the ultimate establishment 
of coordinated bodies 

The abandonment of Regents examinations, 
creation of smaller schools and classes, assign- 
ment of quota teachers for remedial instruction, 
group psychological tests for entering childreé 
and visits by teachers and principals to the 
homes of pupils 

Emphasis on the individual pupil instead of 
the group 

More kincergarten classes, more classes for 
children with retarded mental development, 
more low I. Q. classes, a special placement 
bureau for delinquent children, more emphasis 
m social service 


on guidance in teaching and 
in the work of attendance officers 

A high school building program large enough 
to eliminate all the existing annexes and put 
an end to “short time,” schools limited to 
1500 pupils on the elementary level, 2000 on 
e senior 


the junior high school and 3000 on t 
high school levels 

Limitation of elementary school class sizes 
to 35 for normal pupils and to 25 for slow 
learners 

A full complement of shops in junior high 
schools 

Additional community centers with a more 
diversified program, to be conducted on a five- 
day schedule during most of the year and on 
a seven-day schedule in certain districts 

A study of the probationary schools and of 
the question of foster homes versus institu- 
tional care for persistent truants 

Assignment by the Department of Health of 


enough additional medical inspectors and nurses 


to provide at least four thorough physical 
examinations during the school life of a child 

Establishment of school dental clinics to do 
remedial and reparative work for all needy 
children when other clinical facilities are not 
available 

[The committee considered that the proper 
solution for the slow academic pupil is not t 
segregate him in special academic schools but 
to provide adequate accommodations to meet 
his needs in the existing schools. It rejected 
the recommendations for the establishment of 
schools for bright children. In lieu of separate 
academic schools, the report suggests “a greatly 
extended vocational high school program.” 

\ definite plan of united action between the 
school, the home, the church, the police and all 
other agencies, public and private, in the com- 


munity is urged.

This contains statements 
on what the program includes and how many 
pupils participate in it, how pupils are super- 
vised and how fully the program complies with
